At the head is the American Derby. As in 
1898 it has $10, COO added money, a greater amount 
than is this year added to any other stake 
offered by any ether jockey club in the United 
States. Of this great sum the horse that rnns 
second will receive $2,000 and the third $1,000, 
flgnraa that exceed the value of moat of the 
stakes offered by other Weetem racing organiz- 
ations. In 1808 the net value of the stake te the 
owners of the winner Pink Coat was $B,22S, but 
the entries this year will in all probability be 
asncb more numerous than was the case then 
and the winner will certainly capture more 
than $10,000 

Since, with a single exception, the Tnrf Con- 
gress Handicap, the stakes now offered are 
identical with those of 18M the following table 
showing their net value that year will interest 
horsf men who intend to make entries this year.

These are cold, chilly days for the touts. The 
California Jockey Clnb put them out of busi- 
ness when it posted the order prohibiting tout- 
ing, and now it is hoped that Tantdran Park 
will keep them ont. The ring is doing every 
bit as large a bnsinees as when the tonts were 
allowed to rob and steal. People will bst their 
money without extracting it from their pockets 
by unlawful means. There is jnet one more 
evil in this line which needs eradication, and 
this is the messenger service in the grand 
stands. These chaps roh the women right and 
left. In the first place, the messengers pay the 
jockey clubs $1.50 a day each for the privilege 
of working in the stands when the jockey clubs 
ought to pay them this amount. Then, to earn 
salaries, the messengers charge 10 cents for 
makitg a bet and 15 cents for collecting. If 
the bet is a large one they receive larger foes. 
On small bets the women are compelled to give 
np about 25 per cent of their winnings to the 
boys. Then, again, the boys do not sacnre the 
best odds in the ring for their patrons, but, as 
a mle, back the lowest prices. It is the pre- 
vailing opinion that some of the bookmakers 
and the messengers are in cahoots to swindle 
tbe women. Messenger service in the stand 
ought to be free.— San Francisco Bulletin. 

Th e spring racing circuit in the Metropolitan 
district is now); practically completed, subject 
to tbe official allotment ef dates. Tbe latest 



promoters in line are the officials of the Queens 
County Jockey Club, and. according to their 
prospectus issued last night, they are ready to 
float upward on the wave of prosperity which 
promises to signalize tbe sport this season. 
The principal feature framed by Secretary Beh- 
berger is tbe Garter Handicap, ef $30 each, half 
forfeit, or only $3 if declared by April 10. The 
added money is $1,200, and the race will be run, 
as nsnal, ont of the chute over the short seven 
furlong cenrse. The handicap, for which 
weights will be announced March 29, is for 
three-year-olds and upward.— New York Sun. 

W. P. Magrane has announced bis intention 
of erecting a monument ever the burial place of 
bis dead sprinter Montgomery. There is a com- 
mendable spirit of gratitude in this. Montgom- 
ery was an extremely useful horse to him, and 
Lis iosa wea no doubt Keenly felt. The horse 
bad been nerved several years back, and this is 
supposed to have bean the cause of his leg 
breaking in bit flnal and fatal race. When at 
his best Montgomery was a marvel in muddy 
going and was hard to beat on a dry track. He 
mads his debut as a two-year-old at Little Bock 
in 1895, beicg then tbe property of H. Eugene 
Leigh. He was sold to Bums A Watarboose, 
and ran for them in California tbe next year or 
e, and was then sold to Felix Carr, from whom 
Magrane claimed him ont of a selling race.
